COMPLAINT 

COMES NOW the United States of America, by Stephen R. McAllister, United States 
Attorney for the District of Kansas, and Jon P. Fleenor, Assistant United States Attorney, and for 
its cause of action alleges: 

1. This is a civil action for foreclosure of a Mortgage brought by the United States of 
America under the provisions of 28 U.S.C. § 1345. 

2. Defendant Carolyn P. Vereen may be served by delivering a copy of the 
Summons and Complaint to her at 102 Edgewater, Grandview Plaza, Kansas 66441, within the 
jurisdiction of this Court. 

3. Defendant Carolyn P. Vereen executed and delivered to Plaintiff, acting through 
the Rural Housing Service, United States Department of Agriculture, a promissory note on 
March 20, 2008, in which she promised to pay Plaintiff the principal amount of $ 107,600.00, 
together with interest thereon at the rate of 5.3750 percent (5.3750%) per annum on the unpaid 
balance. As consideration for this note, Plaintiff made a Rural Housing loan to Defendant 
Carolyn P. Vereen, pursuant to the provisions of Title V of the Housing Act of 1949 (42 U.S.C. 

§ 1471, et seep). A true and correct copy of the Promissory Note is attached as Exhibit A. 
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4. To secure the payment of the indebtedness, on March 20, 2008, Defendant 

Carolyn P. Vereen executed and delivered a purchase-money security interest in the form of a 

real estate mortgage upon certain real estate located in Geary County, Kansas, within the 

jurisdiction of this Court, described as follows: 

Lot Twenty-eight (28), Block Eight (8), Grandview Plaza, Second 
Addition, Geary County, Kansas. 

This real estate mortgage was filed for record on March 20, 2008, in the office of the Register of 
Deeds of Geary County, Kansas, in Book 187 at Pages 1225-1230. A true and correct copy of 
the Mortgage is attached as Exhibit B. 

5. Pursuant to the Housing Act of 1949, as amended, 42 U.S.C. § 1490a, and the 
implementing regulations, 7 C.F.R. 3550.162, the Real Estate Mortgage also secures the 
recapture of interest credit or subsidy granted to Defendant Carolyn P. Vereen. The total amount 
of interest credit or subsidy subject to recapture is $ 13,321.16. A true and correct copy of the 
Subsidy Repayment Agreement is attached as Exhibit C. 

6. On May 3, 2013, (effective date December 20, 2012), Defendant Carolyn P. 
Vereen executed and delivered to Plaintiff, a Reamortization Agreement, wherein the 
reamortized amount (unpaid principal plus interest) became the principal debt of $116,798.64 
with interest at 5.3750 percent per annum. A true and correct copy of the Reamortization 
Agreement is attached as Exhibit D. 

7. Plaintiff is the owner and holder of the liability and security documents as set out 
above, attached as Exhibits A-D. 

8. Defendant Carolyn P. Vereen failed to pay Plaintiff installments of principal and 
interest when due in violation of the provisions of the liability and security documents set out 
above. Plaintiff has elected to exercise its option to declare the entire unpaid principal balance

plus interest to be immediately due and payable and has made demand for these amounts. No 
payment was received after acceleration. 

9. The amount due on the promissory note and mortgage is principal in the amount 
of $128,637.68 (including unpaid principal of $107,775.98, escrow replenish of $17,376.42, 
agency title report fees of $325.00, escrow fees of $2,477.00, and late fees of $683.28) as of 
August 13, 2018; plus interest in the amount of $34,327.67 (including interest on principal of 
$31,741.98 and interest on advances of $2,585.69) accrued to August 13, 2018; plus interest 
accruing thereafter at the daily rate of $18.4633 (including daily interest on principal of $15.8711 
and daily interest on advances of $2.5922) to the date of judgment; plus administrative costs 
including but not limited to lis pendens filing fee and title report expenses pursuant to the 
promissory note and mortgage; plus filing fees in the amount of $400.00 allowed pursuant to 28 
U.S.C. § 2412(a)(2); plus interest thereafter at the rate set forth in 28 U.S.C. § 1961; plus court 
costs and the costs of this action presently and in the future incurred. Plaintiff also demands in 
rem judgment in the amount of $ 13,321.16 for interest credit or subsidy subject to recapture; plus 
interest after the date of judgment at the rate set forth in 28 U.S.C. § 1961; and foreclosure of the 
Defendant's interests in the subject real estate. 

10. No other action has been brought for recovery of these sums and no payment has 
been received. 

11. The Plaintiff has completed all loan servicing requirements of Title V of the 
Housing Act of 1949, 42 U.S.C. § 1471, et seq. 

12. The indebtedness due Plaintiff by Defendant Carolyn P. Vereen is a first and prior 
lien on the property described above. 
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13. The interest of Defendant is junior and inferior to the interests of Plaintiff United 
States of America. 

14. Less than one-third (1/3) of the original indebtedness secured by the mortgage 
was paid prior to default. 

WHEREFORE, Plaintiff demands in rem judgment against Defendant Carolyn P. Vereen 
for principal in the amount of $128,637.68 (including unpaid principal of $107,775.98, escrow 
replenish of $17,376.42, agency title report fees of $325.00, escrow fees of $2,477.00, and late 
fees of $683.28) as of August 13, 2018; plus interest in the amount of $34,327.67 (including 
interest on principal of $31,741.98 and interest on advances of $2,585.69) accrued to August 13, 
2018; plus interest accruing thereafter at the daily rate of $18.4633 (including daily interest on 
principal of $15.8711 and daily interest on advances of $2.5922) to the date of judgment; plus 
administrative costs including but not limited to lis pendens filing fee and title report expenses 
pursuant to the promissory note and mortgage; plus filing fees in the amount of $400.00 allowed 
pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 2412(a)(2); plus interest thereafter at the rate set forth in 28 U.S.C. 

§ 1961; plus court costs and the costs of this action presently and in the future incurred. 

Plaintiff also demands foreclosure of the Defendant's interests in the subject real estate. 

Plaintiff further demands in rem judgment in the amount of $ 13,321.16 for interest credit 
or subsidy subject to recapture; plus interest after the date of judgment at the rate set forth in 28 
U.S.C. § 1961. 

Plaintiff further demands that its Mortgage be declared a first and prior lien on the real 
estate described herein and that such advances as the Plaintiff may be authorized and required to 
pay for insurance premiums, real estate taxes, title fees, or other costs necessary to protect the 
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security during the pendency of this proceeding be allowed as a first and prior lien on the 
security. 

Plaintiff further demands that the United States of America be granted judgment 
foreclosing its mortgage on the subject real property and the interest of the Defendant. 

Plaintiff further demands that the judgment granted the United States of America in the 
Order and Judgment is the final judgment of this Court. 

Plaintiff further demands that all legal right, title and interest which the Defendant has in 
the real estate be foreclosed, and the real estate be sold at public sale to the highest bidder, in 
accordance with 28 U.S.C. §§ 2001-2003, inclusive, subject to a redemption period not to exceed 
three (3) months, pursuant to the provisions of K.S.A. § 60-2414(m), and that the sale be subject 
to any unpaid real estate taxes, special assessments and easements of record. 

Plaintiff further demands that it may bid up to the full amount due it at the time of the 
sale without paying funds into the Court, which bid shall satisfy the requirement for a cash sale, 
and that the sale proceeds be applied in the following order: 

(1) Filing fees in the amount of $400.00 allowed pursuant to 28 U.S.C. 

§ 2412(a)(2); 

(2) The costs of this action and the foreclosure sale; 

(3) The interest accruing on Plaintiffs in rem judgment against 
Defendant Carolyn P. Vereen; 

(4) Plaintiffs in rem judgment against Defendant Carolyn P. Vereen; 

(5) The interest accruing on Plaintiffs in rem judgment for interest 
credit or subsidy subject to recapture; 

(6) Plaintiffs in rem judgment for interest credit or subsidy subject to 
recapture; and, 

(7) Any remaining balance should be held by the Clerk of the District 
Court to await the Court’s further order. 
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Plaintiff further demands that all right, title, and interest in and to the real estate of the 
Defendant, and of all persons claiming by, through or under her be decreed to be junior and 
inferior to the Plaintiffs Mortgage and be absolutely barred and foreclosed. 

Plaintiff further prays that, if the grantee named in the United States Marshal’s Deed, or 

the grantee’s assigns, are denied possession of the real property, a Writ of Assistance issue out of 

this Court to the United States Marshal for the District of Kansas, upon application of the grantee 

or assigns, ordering and directing the United States Marshal to place the grantee or assign, in 

full, complete, and peaceful possession of the real property.

LATE CHARGES. If the Government has not received the full amount of any monthly payment by the end of is Hays

BORROWER'S RIGHT TO PREPAY. I have the right to make payments of principal at any time before they are due.

CREDIT ELSEWHERE CERTIFICATION. I certify to the Government that I am unable to obtain sufficient credit 
from other sources at reasonable rates and terms for the purposes for which the Government is giving me this loan. 

USE CERTIFICATION. I certify to the Government that the funds I am borrowing from the Government will only be 
used for purposes authorized by the Government. 

LEASE OR SALE OF PROPERTY. If the property constructed, improved, purchased, or refinanced with this loan is (1) 
leased or rented with an option to purchase, (2) leased or rented without option to purchase for 3 years or longer, or (3) 
is sold or title is otherwise conveyed, voluntarily or involuntarily, the Government may at its option declare the entire 
remaining unpaid balance of the loan immediately due and payable. If this happens, I will have to immediately pay off 
the entire loan. 

REQUIREMENT TO REFINANCE WITH PRIVATE CREDIT. I agree to periodically provide the Government with 
information the Government requests about my financial situation.

DEFAULT. If I do not pay the full amount of each monthly payment on the date it is due, I will be in default. If I am in 
default the Government may send me a written notice telling me that if I do not pay the overdue amount by a certain date, 
the Government may require me to immediately pay the full amount of the unpaid principal, all the interest that I owe, and 
any late charges. Interest will continue to accrue on past due principal and interest. Even if, at a time when I am in 
default, the Government does not require me to pay immediately as described in the preceding sentence, the Government 
will still have the right to do so if I am in default at a later date.

different address. 


OBLIGATIONS OF PERSONS UNDER THIS NOTE. If more than one person signs this note, each person is fully and 
personally obligated to keep all of the promises made in this note, including the promise to pay the full amount owed. 
Any person who is a guarantor, surety, or endorser of this note is also obligated to do these things. The Government 
may enforce its rights under this note against each person individually or against all of us together. This means that any 
one of us may be required to pay all of the amounts owed under this note. The term "Borrower" shall refer to each 
person signing this note. 


WAIVERS. I and any other person who has obligations under this note waive the rights of presentment and notice of 
dishonor. "Presentment" means the right to require the Government to demand payment of amounts due. "Notice of 
dishonor" means the right to require the Government to give notice to other persons that amounts due have not been paid.

TOGETHER WITH all the improvements now or hereafter erected on the property, and all easements, 
appurtenances, and fixtures which now or hereafter arc a part of the property. All replacements and additions shall 
also be covered by this Security Instrument. All of the foregoing is referred to in this Security instrument as the 
"Property." 


BORROWER COVENANTS that Borrower is lawfully seised of the estate hereby conveyed snd has the right 
to grant and convey the Property and that the Property is unencumbered, except for encumbnnees of record. 
Borrower warrants and will defend generally the title to the Property against all claims and demands, subject to any 
encumbrances of record. 


THIS SECURITY INSTRUMENT combines uniform covenants for national use and non-uniform covenants 
with limited variations by jurisdiction to constitute a uniform security instrument covering real property. 

UNIFORM COVENANTS. Borrower and Lender covenant and agree as follows; 

1. Payment of Principal and Interest; Prepayment and Late Charges. Borrower shall promptly pay when 
due the principal of and Interest on the debt evidenced by the Note and any prepayment and late charges due under 
the Note. 

2. Funds for Taxes and Insurance. Subject to applicable law or to a written waiver by Lender, Borrower 
shall pay to Lender on the day monthly payments are due under the Note, until die Note is paid in full, a sum 
("Funds") for (a) yearly taxes and assessments which may attain priority over this Security Instrument as a lien on 
the Property; (b) yearly leasehold payments or ground rents on the Property, if any; (c) yearly hrzard or property 
insurance premiums; and (d) yearly flood insurance premiums, if my. These hems are called ' Escrow Items." 
Lender may, at my time, collect and hold Funds in an amount not to exceed the maximum amount a lender for a 
federally related mortgage lorn may require for Borrower's escrow account under the federal Real Instate Settlement 
Procedures Act of 1974 as amended from time to time, 12 U.S.C. § 260[ el seq. ("RESPA"), unless mother law or 
federal regulation that applies to the Funds sets a lesser amount. If so. Lender may, at any time, collect and hold 
Funds in an amount not to exceed the lesser amount Lender may estimate the amount of Funds di e on the basis of 
current data and reasonable estimates of expenditures of future Escrow items or otherwise in accordance with 
applicable law. 

The Funds shall be held by a federal agency (including Lender) or in an institution whose deposits are insured 
by a federal agency, instrumentality, or entity. Lender shall apply the Funds to pay the Escrow Hens. Lender may 
not charge Borrower for holding and applying the Funds, annually analyzing the escrow account, or verifying the 
Escrow Items, unless Lender pays Borrower interest on the Funds and applicable (aw permits Lender to make such a 
charge. However, Lender may require Borrower to pay a one-time charge for an independent real estate tax 
reporting service used by Leader in connection with this lorn, unless applicable law provides odietwise. Unless an 
agreement is made or applicable law requires interest to be paid. Lender shall not be required to piy Borrower my 
interest or earnings on the Funds. Borrower and Lender may agree in writing, however, that interest shall be paid 
on the Funds. Lender shall give to Borrower, without charge, an annual accounting of the Funds, showing credits 
and debits to the Funds and the purpose for which each debit to the Funds was made. The Funds are pledged as 
additional security for all sums secured by this Security Instrument 

If the Funds held by Lender exceed the amounts permitted to be held by applicable law. Lender shall account to 
Borrower for the excess foods in accordance with the requirements of applicable law.

of trust (Security Instrument) as a lien on the secured property 
described in the Security Agreement (Property); (b) yearly leasehold 
payments or ground rents on the Property, if any; (c) yearly hazard or 
property insurance premiums; and (d) yearly flood insurance premiums, if 
any. These items are called "Escrow Items." Lender may, at any time, 
collect and hold funds in an amount not to exceed the maximum amount a 
lender for a federally related mortgage loan, may require for Borrower's 
escrow account under the federal Real Estate Settlement Procedures Act 
of 1974 as amended from time to time, 12 U.S.C. Section 2601 et neq. 

(‘RESPA*), unless another law or federal regulation that applies to the 
funds sets a lesser amount. If so. Lender may, at any time, collect and 
hold funds in an amount not to exceed the lesser amount. Lender may 
estimate the amount of Funds due on the basis of current data and 
reasonable estimates of expenditures of future Escrow Items or otherwise 
in accordance with applicable law. 


Account Number 
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The funds shall be held by a federal agency, including Lender, or in an 
institution whose deposits aru insured by a federal agency, 
instrumentality, or entity. Lender shall apply funds to pay the Escrow 
Items. Lender may not charge Borrower for holding and applying the 
Funds, annually analyzing the escrow account, or verifying the Escrow 
Items, unless Lender pays Borrower interest on the Funds and applicable 
law permits the Lender to make such charge. However, Lender may require 
borrower to pay a one-time charge for an independent real estate tax 
reporting service used by Lender in connection with this loan, unless 
applicable law provides otherwise. Unless an agreement is made or 
applicable law requires interest to be paid. Lender shall not be 
required to pay Borrower any interest or earnings on the funds. 

Borrower and Lender may agree in writing, however, that interest shall 
be paid on the funds. __ - - 

Lender shall give to borrowor, without charge, an annual accounting of 
the funds, showing credits and debits to the funds and the purpose for 
which each debit to the Funds was made. The funds are pledged as 
additional security for all sums secured by this Security Instrument. 

If the Funds held by Lender exceed the amounts permitted to be held by 
applicable law. Lender shall account to Borrower for the excess Funds in 
accordance with the requirements of applicable law. If the amount of 
the Funds held by Lender at any time is not sufficient to pay the Escrow 
Items when due, Lender may notify Borrower in writing, and, in such case 
Borrower shall pay to Lender the amount necessary to make up the 
deficiency. Borrower shall make up the deficiency in no more than 
twelve monthly payments, at Lender's sole discretion. 

Upon payment in full of all sums secured by this Security Instrument, 
Lender shall promptly refund to Borrower any Funds held by Lender. If 
Lender shall acquire or sell the Property, Lender, prior to the 


acquisition or sale of the Property, shall apply any Fund9 held by 


Lender at the time of acquisition or sale as a credit against the sums 
secured by this Security Instrument. 

Unless changed by this agreement, all of the terms of the note or 
assumption agreement or the instruments that secure them, remain 
unchanged. 

Upon default in the payment of any one of the above installments 01 : 
failure to comply with any of the conditions and agreements contained in 
the above-described note or assumption agreement or the instrumentn 
securing it, the Lender, at its option may declare the entire debt 
immediately due and payable and may take any other action authorized to 
remedy the default.
